N the main axis of the garden is a pool 161 ft. long by 21 ft. wide, leading to a larger central 
e) pool 61 ft. square. At the western end, as the central architectural feature, is placed the tea 
house. The pools have a water depth of 2 ft. and are constructed of reinforced concrete made 
impervious by the addition, to the cement, of ‘PUDLO’ Brand waterproofing powder.

BUILDING WORK’ AND RESTAURANT LICENCES 


QUESTION of some importance to architects, 

builders and building owners arises out of the 
recent refusal of London Quarter Sessions to confirm the 
granting of a licence for a proposed branch of Simpson’s 
Restaurant in the West End. Briefly, the facts are 
these: The Savoy Hotel, Ltd., the proprietors of the 
restaurant, had for many years had in view the possibility 
of developing their business ‘“‘ west of the Strand,” and, 
after considering many buildings and sites for this pur- 
pose, they came to the conclusion that their new branch 
would be most suitably situated in a new building which 
is now in course of erection on the site of the old 
Haymarket Stores. Accordingly a distinguished archi- 
tect was engaged to prepage plans for the work, which 
was estimated to involve an expenditure of about 
£65,000. 

Application for a licence was duly made to the Justices 
of the Strand Division, who considered that it should be 
granted. Submitted for confirmation at Quarter Ses- 
sions, it was refused, opposing counsel, on behalf of 
certain established restaurants, claiming that so far as 
restaurants in the West End were concerned, saturation 
point had been reached and that existing premises 
could cater for many extra customers. This, in passing, 
may be a fact, but it is not necessarily one that should be 
allowed to stifle new enterprise, for it is well known that 
supply often has a very stimulating effect upon demand ; 
thus there is ground for supposing that a new restaurant 
might well have the effect of creating new business, 
especially when the proprietors happen to have had 
great experience and to be of particularly high standing. 

With this aspect of the matter, however, we are not 
greatly concerned : what is of interest to us is that at 
a time when the national interests demand that all 
legitimate building enterprise should be encouraged, it 
is possible for our licensing laws to stultify effort and to 
put promoters to great expense for no purpose. In 
the case of the Haymarket building, the design, as 
a result of this refusal, has had to be considerably 
modified by the owners’ architect; the work of the 
restaurant's architect has been completely wasted, and 
employment has been lost by the building industry. 
In addition, many British industries that would benefit 
by supplying equipment—such as linen, china, glass, 
silver, furniture, etc.—have to suffer, while employment 
is denied to a permanent staff of about 200 workers to 
iun the restaurant. 

It appears obvious that the licensing laws are in 
urgent need of revision if this example of their function- 
ing is at all typical, and we hope that it may be possible 
to take some action to ensure that building enterprise 
of this kind, particularly when it is promoted by respon- 
sible concerns of high standing, may not be stultified in 


future. 
CIVIL DEFENCE 


HE Civil Defence Bill, now reaching the end of the 
Committee stage in the House of Commons, 
marks a very definite point in the development of the 
official policy of Air Raid Precautions, for the contents 
of this Bill make it clear that the Government aims to 
provide a level of protection for the country which shall 
be, within certain limits, “ blast-and-splinter-proof.” 
This level of protection is expected to be achieved by 
means of the steel, brick or concrete surface shelters 
and by strengthened basements, and official directions as 
to the manner to provide these are available. 

As we have stated elsewhere, there is much to be said 
for the general policy of providing a measure of pro- 
tection within each home, on the grounds both of avail- 
ability and of speed of execution. There is, at the same 
time, much misgiving on the part of technicians as to 
the efficacy of the protective means contemplated and 
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also as to the obvious gaps which the programme con- 
tains, ¢.g., where crowded conditions do not permit the 
erection of either an external shelter or of a strengthened 
basement or ground-floor room. It is felt that in such 
cases there is no alternative to either decentralisation or 
to small deep shelters. 

It should be pointed out, however, that, while the 
Government has not issued any special declaration on 
the steps it proposes to take in this direction, Part II 
of the Civil Defence Bill contemplates the earmarking 
by local authorities of private premises for A.R.P. 
needs, and also contains provisions to facilitate the com- 
pulsory acquisition of land for the purpose of providing 
shelters underground and underground car parks which 
can also be used as shelters. 

Meanwhile, there is a danger that the sudden spate of 
official literature on specific aspects of the subject of 
Structural Air Raid Precautions, coming at a time when 
the whole subject of Civil Defence is before Parliament, 
may confuse both the ordinary citizen and also the 
technician, whose task it is to aid in giving the degree of 
shelter stipulated. These reasons lie behind the pub- 
lication in our current issue as a Special A.R.P. Supple- 
ment (No. 4) of a Digest of the Government’s require- 
ments, analysing both the types of shelters and the 
means of construction available. The text is fully 
illustrated by diagrams and drawings, which include the 
official drawings (reproduced by permission) of the 
Government method of strengthening basements. The 
section—compiled by Oscar A. Bayne, A.R.I.B.A., and 
R. Cotterell Butler, A.R.I.B.A.—is, in short, a practical 
epitome of the considerable mass of official literature 
recently issued. 

Inaddition, the Supplement contains illustrations and 
plans of a number of shelters for public, private and 
industrial use. 


THE NEED FOR NORMAL ENTERPRISE 


T is natural that the news, the Parliamentary debates, 
and private conversation should be much occupied 
with international affairs, and it would be foolish and 
dangerous to make light of their importance. There is, 
however, an undoubted tendency to dwell too much 
upon them, to the detriment of ordinary business 
affairs, and we were glad to note the remarks of Mr. 
Oliver Stanley to the London Chamber of Commerce. 

“‘T wonder,” he said, “‘ whether we are justified in 
postponing every normal action because of a fear of 
future events. Timorous precautions and petty pru- 
dences help to bring trade to a standstill, weaken our 
economic position, and make more likely that very 
danger we are trying to prevent.” 

We hope that these statesmanlike words may pene- 
trate through the country, for they express the policy 
which we have been urging ever since the start of 
rearmament. The common round and daily task were 
never more important than now, and the very gravity 
of our responsibilities makes it all the more necessary 
that the wheels of trade should turn smoothly and as 
unhindered as possible. 

It should never be forgotten that the essential 
sequence of cause and effect upon which world peace 
depends is a strong Britain, unconquerable in its vast 
resources, continually reinforced by its productive 
labours and the normal activity of a commercial 
existence. If the last prosaic factor is suspended there 
can be no reinforcement to our resources, and no longer 
could the nation remain either unconquerable or strong. 

For the most part people will do well to trust to the 
wisdom of those they have paid to think and act for 
them in the international sphere, and steadily get on 
with the daily job with no relaxation of normal 


enterprise.

The Late Sir Guy Dawber: 
An Exhibition of Water-Colours. 

An exhibition of water-colours and 
architectural sketches by the late Sir 
Guy Dawber, R.A., will be held at the 
R.1.B.A. from Wednesday, June 7, to Sat- 
urday, June 17, inclusive.

Mill-road Cemetery Chapel, 
Cambridge: Redecorations. 

As part of the scheme inaugurated for 
the improvement of cemetery chapels 
throughout the country in order to bring 
more beauty and completeness into their 
character, at present so often lacking, 
the abowe chapel has recently been 
decorated and refurnished. The walls are 
coloured in a scheme of blue and off- 
white, sponge-stippled over a_ lighter 
ground, with black and white chequer 
work borders to the walls and windows. 
The work also includes a new painted 
altar and reredos in grey-black, orna- 
mented with devices of grape vine and 
black and white chevron surrounds. A 
new stained-glass window has been in- 
serted in; the (central ‘chancel window 
above the altar, with panels of angels 
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on a background of silvery whites, re- 
lieved by bands of black and white run- 
ning perpendicularly through the lights 
and decorative borders, in a general 
colour scheme of contrasted crimson, 
green, orange and grey. An altar cross 
and candlesticks, modelled in_ gesso, 
coloured and gilded, and new credence 
table are also included. The work has 
been executed throughout by Mr. 
Reginald Hallward, assisted by Miss 
Patience Hallward. 


The Finnieston Bridge, 
Glasgow. 


THe Streets Committee of Glasgow 
Corporation had before it on May 14 a 
report by Mr. Herbert J. Rowse, 
F.R.I.B.A., on the Finnieston Bridge. 
Along with the report were submitted 
observations by Mr. Thomas Somers, the 
City Engineer, and also comments by 
the Ministry of Transport. In effect, Mr. 
Rowse rejects entirely all the designs 
submitted by the Corporation and puts 
forward a new design of his own. This 
design, in appearance, follows that of 


the Sydney Harbour Bridge, but has 
spiral approaches at either end for 
vehicular traffic. Mr. Somers, on the

Old Houses in 
Norwich. 

A Mrnistry oF HEALTH inquiry was 
held in Norwich on May 17 under the 
1936 Housing Act arising out of the pro- 
posal of the Corporation to clear or pur- 
chase compulsorily certain areas within 
the city, including property in the gar- 
dens, Eaton; King-street and Church- 
lane, Eaton; Greyhound Opening, Mid- 
land-street; and three houses in Midland- 
street. The proposals were objected to 
by the Norwich Society and the Norfolk 
and Norwich Archeological Society. 


Sir Clement Hindley : New President of 
Institution of Civil Engineers. 

Str CriremMent Hinpiey, K.C.I.E., was 
elected President of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers for 1939-40 at the recent 
annual general meeting, and will take 
up his duties on November 7. Sir Clement 
joined the Engineering Department of the 
East Indian Railway in 1897, and was 
appointed General Manager in 1920. In 
November, 1922, Sir Clement was selected 
as the first Chief Commissioner of Rail- 
ways for India, and was responsible under 
the Government of India for decisions on 
technical matters and was sole adviser to 
the Government on railway policy. He 
retired from India in 1928 and has re- 
cently been lent temporarily by the Race- 
course Betting Control Board to the Home 
Office to act as Chairman of the Profes- 
sional Advisory Committee (Shelters) in 
connection with Air Raid Precautions. 

Sir Clement was knighted in 1925, and 
created a Knight Commander of the 
Indian Empire in 1929 for his work as 
Chief Commissioner of Railways in India. 


Four Million Houses since the War: 
Congratulatory Message from the King. 
Tue following message from the King, 
on the completion of the four millionth 
house built in England and Wales since 
the War, has been received by the 
Minister of Health, Mr. Walter Elliot: 
“‘T am much gratified to know that a start 
has just been made on the fifth million 
of houses to be built in England and 
Wales since 1918. The completion of four 
million houses is a wonderful achievement 
which, in view of my special interest in 
this subject, I warmly welcome. It means 
that in the short space of 20 years the 
number of houses has been increased by 
50 per cent. As to slum clearance, I am 
informed that people are being moved 
from unfit houses to new ones at an aver- 
age rate of 6,000 a week. We are thus, in 
our time, helping hundreds of thousands 
of our people every year to realise the 
full meaning of the word ‘Home.’ I 
send my good wishes and congratulations 
to the authorities concerned, and to all 
engaged in house-building, and assure 
them that the Queen and I will watch 
with unabated interest the progress now 
begun towards the completion of the new 
million of houses.—Georce R.I.”

Approximately 
2,700 men were employed on the mainten- 
ance of housing estates and 7,400 on 
building operations. 


A Surrey Addition to 
the ‘Green Belt.” 

Tue London County Council is recom- 
mended to contribute £8,000 under the 
** Green Belt ” scheme towards the cost of 
preserving as green belt land some 180 
acres known as the Oaks Estate, Wood- 
mansterne, Surrey. The estate consists 
largely of parkland and woodland, and 
it is close to other areas of the green belt. 
The preservation of this area from build- 
ing development will be particularly 
valuable to the tenants of the Council's 
St. Helier housing estate.

Ly1nG beside my bed is a pile of books 
which I have been meaning to read for 
some time and which may be of interest 
to readers. I have, in point of fact, 
gone through about four of them. They 
are: — 

(1) 100 Details from Pictures in the 

National Gallery, with an Intro- 
duction and Notes by Sir Kenneth 


Clark. 

(2) Designing for the Stage, by Doris 
Zinkeisen. 

(3) Your House and Mine, by Geoffrey 
Boumphrey. 


(4) Decorative Art Book, 1939. 

The first book is a most intelligent 
juxtaposition of fragments of some of the 
finest paintings in the ‘“ National:’’ 
What KennerH Criark has done is to take 
a photographer to the paintings and 
have him make reproductions on a scale 
equal to the original picture so that you 
have photographs 7 in. by 5 in. of a sec- 
tion of a large painting, that section of 
the painting being of the same dimensions. 
The aim of the author appears to have 
been to contrast the mediaeval with the 
classic, and the free handling of a sub- 
ject ‘with a more academic treatment. 
The result gives an insight into historical 
painting which is unusually emphatic, 
and he has annotated the illustrations 
with notes which are extremely erudite 
and the result of a knowledge of paint- 
ing which is unusual. The only fault 
I find with the book is that the notes 
occur at the beginning of the volume and 
run concurrently. Illustrations occur in 
the latter part of the book, so that to 
read the notes about the paintings 
necessitates turning the pages backwards 
and forwards. If the notes could have 
been in the form of captions under the 
illustrations it would have saved much 
trouble in the assimilation of both des- 
criptive matter and photographs. 

The second book, by Doris Z1NKEISEN, 
forms one of the ‘‘ How To Do It ”’ series 
which is really an excellent attempt to 
allow a practising expert in one of the 
arts to give a simple résumé of the 
technique of his or her work. I have 
great admiration for the work of Doris 
Zinkeisen, and her costumes are of a 
quality in design superior to that of her 
décor. For this reason her description of 
costume design in the book is more in- 
formative than her attempt to describe 
the décor. What the book does suggest 
is that the design of stage work, although 
having developed a technique peculiar 
to itself, has never achieved the efficiency 
of either orthodox architecture or the 
organisation which underlies the design- 
ing of film settings. The working draw- 
ings, if any, which are handed over to 
the scene builders are the sort of draw- 
ings that might be done as sketch de- 
signs in an architect’s office before being 
handed over to the draughtsman, and I 
cannot help feeling that this rather slip- 
shod method accounts for the chaos one 
comes across during the building of 
scenes and the rehearsals for lighting, 
etc. 

GrorrFREY BoumpHrey’s book was 
written, I imagine, with an eye on the 
jay public. It sets out to give a history 
of the English house in the first half, and 
this history is a generalised and very 
clearly analysed study of England’s his- 
torical growth in architecture. The 


second half of the book is concerned more 
with the particular and includes an 
analysis of windows, 


doors, furniture,

equipment and the like, tracing each 
form back to its original use. There are 
a. great number of excellent illustrations 
in the book, and the author’s angle of 
approach is an extremely sound one; so 
much so that it would do the average 


architect a great deal of good to read. 


the book and find out how and why it is 
that such things come about. What it 
does do very effectively is to make the 
reader realise the fatuity of reverting 
back to tradition for inspiration. I seem 
to remember the contents of this book 
being (in part) broadcast and you may, 
therefore, be intimate with the author’s 
way of tackling the subject. I should 
say that for the purpose of this book the 
broadcasts have been used merely as a 
basis, and the whole rewritten much 
more fully. It is certainly a book for 


the traditional architect to absorb. It is 
equally useful for the contemporary 
architect who wants to persuade his 


client not to force him into a traditional 
method of building. The case for the 
new architecture is so watertight that a 
lay person can hardly fail to appreciate 
the real meaning of it after reading this 
volume. 

The last book, ‘“‘ Decorative Art,” is 
the annual compilation of recent domes- 
tic developments gathered together and 
sectionised in the following way: (1) 
The Exterior; (2) Halis and Staircases; 
(3) The Living-room; (4) Colour Schemes; 
(5) The Dining-room; (6) The Bedroom; 
(7) The Bathroom; (8) The Kitchen; (9) 
Furniture; (10) Table Décor; (11) 
Pottery and Glass; (12) Metal Ware; (13) 
Lighting; (14) Fabrics and Rugs. 

The exterior is concerned with houses 
from a number of countries, and the 
English examples are, unfortunately, not 
a great credit to this country, with 
some few exceptions. 

The living-rooms suggest more and 
more the spaciousness and lack of 
traditional furniture which were so much 
a feature of the living-room a few years 
ago. So far as the remaining photographs 
are concerned, the best example is an 
interior by Russel Wright. 

The dining-rooms still fail to produce 
the ideal contemporary dining chair, 
which is not surprising. I have, on one 
or two occasions, attempted a design of a 
dining-room interior, but to break away 
from tradition on the dining chair is al- 
most impossible. It is one of those 
baffling features of design which, easy as 
it looks, requires much knowledge. 

Bedrooms, without a doubt, are re- 
turning to the simplest of divans; in 
fact, just a box mattress on which you 
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may lie down and sleep without the trim- 
mings of bed heads and bed feet. It is 
probably the one section in the book 
which shows a definite lead away from 
tradition. 

The bathrooms are still striving to be 
elaborate pieces of equipment, and [I am 
waiting for the time when the sunken 
bath will become a common feature in 
house design. 

Kitchens are developing in the direc- 
tion of flawless machinery to such an ex- 
tent that the interior will, before long, 
be as attractive as the latesé motor-car. 
The Americans show a definite lead in 
this respect. This is not surprising in 
view of their greater understanding of 
machinery than ours, and the General 
Electric Company in America has started 
the development of kitchen units in 
which such features as the cooker, re- 
frigerator, cupboards, etc., come under 
one piece of assembly. It surprises me 
that this assembly into units for both 
bathroom and kitchen had not taken 
place a long time before. 

Furniture still seems to be struggling 
to achieve a new method of expression 
without getting any further than bizarre. 

Table décor is still, to my mind, 
far too elaborate. Fabrics are _ for 
the most part traditional, and the pottery 
and glass are returning to the very old 
styles of good work such as the Greek 
and Egyptian for inspiration. There is 
still no such thing as a good standard 
lamp. 

These annual volumes are extremely 
good for keeping one in touch with cur- 
rent developments, since the cross section 
is such as to give a general idea of what 
is happening that is new.

R.I.B.A. DRAMATIC SOCIETY’S SUCCESS 
It was a pity that so few attended the 

R.I.B.A. Dramatic Society’s presentation 

of Hope Bagenal’s' comedy, ‘“‘ The Three 

Architects,” at 66, Portland-place, on 

Saturday, for it deserved far greater sup- 

port. Perhaps many preferred the Mon- 

day evening performance, but those who 
went to neither missed a most enjoyable 
entertainment. 

As the title suggests, the plot revolves 
around three ‘architects, or, more 
correctly, ‘three types of architects—an 
aged Academician whose mind and ideas 
are not altogether submerged in the past; 
his partner in practice, a middle-aged, 
successful architect; and a young 
*‘ theorist.”? It was by no means an easy 
play to act on so small a stage, and the 
players are to be congratulated on the 
manner in which they overcame this diffi- 
culty in some of the scenes. é 

From the serious aspect the play is a 
struggle between the old and the young 
architect, each striving permanently to 
establish his own conception of good 
architecture; the old man favours the 
classical while the young assistant stakes 
a vociferous claim for functionalism and 
‘humanism ” in architecture. 

The middle-aged architect finds himself 
between the two, and very loth to decide 
either way. He finds himself respecting, 
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and, in some instances, admiring the 
opinions and work of the senior man, yet 
at times compelled to agree with some of 
the intellectual theories of the young 
assistant. 

If the play is intended to point any 
moral at all, it is that the architect who 
believes in the classic style supports his 
views with finished buildings while the 
young “ theorist ”’ has yet to emerge from 
the talking stage. 

Halliburton Smith’s “ Sir John Mercier, 
R.A., F.R.1I.B.A.,” was an inspiration to 
the cast and audience alike. In turn, the 
gentle, severe and philosophical moods re- 
quired for the part were struck with pre- 
cision and restraint—a masterly portrayal. 

George Gneditch, as the young 
** theorist,” and Prudence Smith provided 
strong support for each other, and one 
could wish that examples of the latter’s 
interpretation of an efficient, businesslike 
secretary were to be found in every archi- 
tectural office. 

Charles Crichton as “ Gilbert Gilbert- 
son, F.R.I.B.A.,” the third architect, 
played a difficult part well, and success- 
fully provided the balance between his 
theory-obsessed assistant and aged 
partner. 

Carmen Smith’s quiet, homely portrayal 
of an architect’s wife contrasted with the 
vivacity displayed by Enid Caldicott, 
representing the wealthy but somewhat 
feather-brained client. 

A school headmistress and a young 


architectural assistant, presented by 
Gertrude Leverkus and Nigel Tolson 
respectively, provided some amusing 


interludes, and alfhough most architects 
have their own ideas as to what types go 
to make up a school building committee, 
those cleverly interpreted by Joan Seeds, 
Richard Hitch and Gilbert Kendrew were 
consistent with what must be general 
opinion on the matter. 

Nicholas Crocker is to be congratulated 
on a pleasing and successful production.

The A.A.S.T.A. and Conscription. 
To tHe Eprror or The Builder. 

Sir,—Twenty years ago some of us 
founded the A.A.S.T.A., and when dis- 
cussing the aims, objects and methods 
of our new Association we definitely 
decided that they should be non-political. 
How otherwise when we ourselves were 
Conservatives, Liberals and Socialists, 
working in common for the better 
economic status of the salaried architect, 
surveyor and assistant? To this day the 
A.A.S.T.A., though a registered trade 
union, has no political aim, object or 
fund laid down or provided -for in its 
rules, nor is there any rule by which a 
member can volunteer to subscribe to a 
political fund if he desires to do so. 

Your readers may, therefore, imagine 
my surprise when, having during the 
day of May 11 arranged, as a trustee, to 
sign a lease for larger offices of the 
Association, I found on arrival home my 
copy of “‘ The Keystone,” with a leaflet 
enclosed entitled ‘‘ National Service,” 
from which I extract the following: 

‘“‘The Executive Council of the Asso- 
ciation views with grave concern the in- 
troduction of military conscription in 
this country. It believes that no Govern- 
ment which enjoyed the confidence of 
the people need resort, in order to defend 
the country against possible aggression, 
to measures of compulsion which 
seriously threaten the very basis of 
democracy and the traditional rights of 
trade unions and independent associa- 
tions.” 

Now, what has this to do with the 
economic status of salaried architects, 
surveyors and assistants, or any other 
of the aims and objects of the Association 
set forth in its rules? That Executive 
Council, which so willingly conscribes 
the opinions of its dissentient members 
and presumably of the whole body of the 
Association, was elected to carry out the 
aims and objects of the Association laid 
down in the rules by the procedure also 
laid down in the rules. In other words, 
it has no mandate or legal power to take 
any political action or make any poli- 
tical statement or to spend any money 
issuing political statements, nor can any 
General or Special Meeting of members 
empower it to do so until such a meeting 
has first endowed the Association with 
political aims and objects and a political 
fund in the rules, which would have to 
be approved by the Registrar of Friendly 
Societies, and-to which the politically- 
minded members would have to volunteer 
to subscribe. 

I have warned the Council before, 
through the Secretary, of political ten- 
dencies, and as to what I should do if 
they were cantinued. This time I have 
taken action which is irrevocable. I 
have not signed the new lease, and have 
resigned from the Association, the last, 
I believe, of its founders. It is a serious 
thing to cut oneself away from so much 
that has been one’s lifework, but I am 
convinced that though the A.A.S.T.A. 
may yet do useful work, it is not the 
same-spirited Association that we 
founded twenty years ago. .

“* Preservation of the Countryside.” 
To tHE Epiror or The Builder. 


Sir,—In the necessarily brief report in 
your last issue of my recent address to 
the Regional Housing and Town Plan- 
ning Conference at Bristol, I am afraid 
that in the last paragraph you have un- 
wittingly given a wrong impression of 
what was said! The point that I tried 
to make was that, under present powers, 
building cannot be permanently and ecom- 
pletely prohibited over large stretches of 
countryside simply because they are 
beautiful (these words were omitted from 
the report), unless compensation is paid 
or agreement with the owner is reached. 
Further, I devoted the larger portion of 
my remarks to the new rural zone which 
can now be operated in planning schemes, 
following the recommendation to the 
Minister by his Advisory Committee. 
This new zone is intended for really rural 
land, outside village nuclei, and in my 
view it holds out considerable possibili- 
ties of preservation under suitable con- 
ditions of large acreages of such land.

Alfred J. H. Sprague, F.S.lI.

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A CANADIAN 
WATER GARDEN 


THE comparative rarity to-day of com- 
missions for large mansions in town and 
country has deprived the architect of the 
opportunity, frequently accorded to the 
architect of other centuries, to design the 
large formal garden. Architectural in- 
terest in garden design has, for that 
reason, largely waned, and we are there- 
fore especially glad to notice that the 
Royal Architectural Institute of Canada 
have focussed attention on the subject by 
presenting a bronze medal to Mr. John 
M. Lyle, F.R.I.B.A., R.C.A., F.R.A.I.C., 
of Toronto, Canada, for the design of 
gardens at “Parkwood,” Oshawa, 
Ontario. The gardens, illustrated in 
these pages, were designed for Col. R. 8S. 
McLauglin. 

Mr. Lyle describes the gardens in the 
following terms :— 

The problem presented in design was 
a difficult but extremely interesting one. 
As the area to be dealt with was approxi- 
mately 400 ft. square, it was felt im- 
portant to establish a major axis. The 
land in which the garden proper was 
developed was level, the mean level being 
approximately 9 ft. below the level of the 
terrace. This terrace level to the east is 
the main approach to the garden from the 
house. We therefore established our main 
axis running approximately east and west 
at right-angles to the terrace, and sunk 
the area in this axis 2 ft. 6 in. below the 
upper level of the garden. 

On this lower level we developed a 
water garden, the main features of this 
lower central section of the main axis 
being a pool 21 ft. wide by 161 ft. long, 
leading to a larger central pool 61 ft. 
square, giving a total length of 222 ft. At 
the westerly end, as the central architec- 
tural feature, is placed the tea house. 

There are five minor fountains and one 
major fountain. From the terrace wall 
water spouts through a Neptune’s head 
to a lower basin, which in turn falls into 
a still lower basin. 

A carpet bedding of begonias edged with 
Japanese yew hedge forms a surround to 
the pool areas. Spaced at intervals in 
this carpet bedding are pyramidal cedars 
alternating with standard hydrangeas, 
these latter acting as vertical accents. 

The tea house is brought close to the 
edge of the pool so as to obtain reflections

in the water. Gravel walks surround the 
pool areas. Between these walks and the 
retaining walls which bound the central 
section, plain sward acts as a foil to the 
semi-annual borders which are placed at 
the foot of the retaining walls. These 
borders are 7 ft. wide and act as a frame 
of colour surrounding the central section 
of the garden. On the two upper levels, 
to the right and left of the central section, 
are placed annual beds set in sward and 
edged with clipped Japanese yew hedges. 
Surrounding the whole garden is a cedar 
hedge 9 ft. high. 

By dropping the central section, we 
were able to get an area 283 ft. long by 
115 ft. wide. All the lines of the walks, 
sward, retaining walls and plantations, 
were designed to increase the optical effect 
of length. The upper levels of the gar- 
den to the north and south were then 
deliberately broken up into two sections 
—a series of annual beds and walks were 
flanked by perennial borders 27 ft. wide 
running the full length of the garden. 
This arrangement of plan we hoped 
would tend to increase the apparent 
length of the central axis. 

The fountains are controlled electrically 
from control boxes in the tea house and 
on the upper terrace, both as to water and 
light. There are three lights in each of 
the minor fountains—white, blue and 
green—and six in the major fountain.

The stone used was buff Indiana lime- 
stone, @ warm cream in colour. The 
architectural features are extremely 
simple in character, with practically no 
decorative carving, modern in the sense 
that all decorative ornament was elimi- 
nated, as it was hoped that the scale of 
the architectural features would so har- 
monise with the site, and by their pro- 
portions and the handling of the light 
and shade give the desired accents so im- 
portant in a formal garden. The bottom 
and sides of the pool—constructed of 
reinforced concrete made impervious with 
a powder waterproofer up to grade level 
—are painted a bluish-green, which gives 
a desirable colour note. 


Work on this garden was begun on 
June 17, 1935, and with the exception of 
the planting of the bloom, was completed 
on November 1 of the same year. The 
bloom was planted in the spring of the 
following year, and many of the photo- 
graphs were taken in June of 1936. This 
garden was a complete unit with flowers 
and shrubs in bloom in seven months, 
which, for Canada, is a record in garden 
construction. 


ARCHITECTS AND THE PREPARATION OF 
SPECIFICATIONS. 


THE representatives of the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Institution on the Joint Com- 
mittee of Architects and Quantity Sur- 
veyors have drawn the -attention of the 
Joint Committee to the practice of the 
quantity surveyor preparing the detailed 
specification ‘instead of the architect 
doing so. It is pointed out that while 
senior quantity surveyors in many cases 
are not only prepared but prefer to write 
the detailed specification for the larger 
job—the architect supplying the neces- 
sary heads—it is rather unfair to expect 
the younger members of the quantity 
surveying profession to prepare specifica- 
tions for small jobs without additional 
fee. In fact, they cannot afford to do 
so. 


The Joint Committee referred the matter 
to the R.I.B.A. Practice Committee, who 
wish to point out to members that it 
is one of the architect’s duties under the 
Scale of Charges to prepare the detailed 
specification, and that if he arranges with 
the quantity surveyor to do this work for 
him he must be prepared to reimburse 
the quantity surveyor accordingly.

The temporary building, which 
was erected on the Flags two years 
ago, acts as a decanting area for 
displaced tenants, and will be re- 
moved on completion of the scheme.

three sections, the first of which was 
recently opened by Lord Derby. 

Construction. — The building, 
which is steel-framed and rises to 
11 floors above ground, is heated by 
a low-pressure hot-water system and 
ventilated by an air-conditioning 
system. Eleven gearless passenger 
lifts serve all floors. 

The building is faced with cast 
stone, pitched roofs being covered 
with Westmorland slates and flat 
roofs with asphalt. Steel windows 
will be used throughout. The 
entrance halls are faced with Tra- 
vertine with ‘‘ Quarzite ” flooring. 
The stairs are finished in terrazzo. 

The corridor floors are covered 
with ‘‘ Korkoid,” and joinery gener- 
ally is in oak. Letter chutes have 
been installed to serve al] floors.

THE opening by H.M. Queen 
Mary on Saturday last of the ex- 
tensions to ‘“ Clubland,’ in the 
Camberwell-road, marks the com- 
pletion of what is, in some ways, 
the most remarkable scheme of 
buildings yet designed for the spiri- 
tual and recreational needs of South 
London boys and girls. 

The movement which led to the 
scheme as it at present exists began 
in 1922 when a student named 
James Butterworth (now the Rev. 
James Butterworth) commenced 
with a class of a few boys in his 
own study, a group which grew and 
met in rooms beneath an old chapel 
in the Walworth-road. Boys’ and 
girls’ clubs developed from this and 
Jed to the building of what is known 
as the First Clubland Church. 


The Original Scheme. 


This church was built in 1929, on 
the site. of the old Walworth 
Wesleyan Chapel, to the design of 
Mr. Edward Maufe, A.R.A., 
F.R.I.B.A. The only part of the 
present site then available was a 
comparatively narrow strip extend- 
ing westwards from Camberwell- 
road to the Southern Railway. All 
the required accommodation had to 
be planned within a_ simple 
rectangle. The floor of the church 
was consequently raised some feet 
above the level of the pavement, 
which made possible a dignified 
approach to the main entrance by 
double flights of steps from the 
forecourt. Accommodation for the 
boys’ club and the girls’ club was 
provided under the church, at a

level somewhat below that of the 
pavement. At the west end, behind 
the “‘ apse,’”’ rooms were provided 
for the old girls and the old boys in 
a three-storey block, to which a 


fourth storey was subsequently 
added. 

The Present Scheme. 

The object of the extensions, 


which have been designed by Mr. 
Arthur Llewellyn Smith, A.R.I.B.A., 
was to provide the large rooms for 


which there was not space in the 


original building, such as an 
assembly hall with properly 
equipped stage; a gymnasium, 


with adequate changing and bath- 
ing facilities; a room for meetings 
and discussions; a workshop for 
handicrafts; a special room for 
music and dramatics; and a canteen 
to serve all sections of the club. 
Freedom from noise and disturb- 
ance from the outside was one of 
the chief requirements, as the site 
is overlooked on the east side by the 
houses on Camberwell-road, while 
the other two sides face respectively 
a noisy side-street and the railway 
viaduct. The extensions are there- 
fore planned as three sides of a 
quadrangle, of which the south side 
is formed by the church. All im- 
portant, windows face inwards to the 
quadrangle, and _ special sound- 
proofing measures were necessary in 
some of the rooms. 


PLANNING.—In order to avoid dis- 
locating the work of the clubs, the 
east and west wings were built first, 
and the north side was undertaken 
later after the head’s household 
had been transferred to its new 
quarters in the east wing. The west 
wing contains the canteen and a 
large first-floor room (‘‘ Union” on 
plan) for meetings and discussions. 
There is a workshop 40 ft. 6 in. by 
17 ft. in the basement, running 
under the stage, and changing- 
rooms and showers are provided for 
boys and girls in connection with 
the gymnasium and for dramatic 
performances in the hall. 

The main entrance to all parts of 
the premises is in the north-east 
corner, and is under the confrol of a 
porter’s lodge. A wide entrance hal] 
leads through into the courtyard, 
which has paved walks and steps 
and a lawn in the centre. The 
entrance is marked by a _ tower, 
which contains the main staircase 
leading to the gymnasium, music 
and dramatic room and offices and

committee rooms. The assembly 
hall, 50 ft. by 36 ft., stretches along 
the north side of the quadrangle at 
ground floor level, and is entered 
directly from the main entrance 
hall. The north wall is blank, for 
greater quietness. At the west end 
is a stage with fairly complete

equiment for scenery and lighting. 
Over the hall, at second-floor level, 
is a fully equipped gymnasium, 65 
ft. by 27 ft., the south wall of which 
is set back in order to admit the 
maximum of light and air to the 
courtyard. There is thus a roof ter- 
race along the south wall, which 
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can be used for open-air physical 
training. The gymnasium has a 
flat roof large enough for a cricket 
pitch, which is enclosed on all sides 
and over the top with wire mesh on 
steel supports, and flood-lit for 


night work. 


Construction.—The and

flat roofs are of solid reinforced con- 
crete, and the loads are carried on 
the main brick walls, with little in- 
termediate support. The west end 
of the building is protected against 
earth-borne sound and vibration 
from the railway by a 1-in. layer of 
absorbent cork in the foundations. 
The external walls are faced with 
silver-grey facing bricks with dress- 
ings of reconstructed Portland, thus 
matching the treatment of the exist- 
ing building. 

FintsHines.—The floors generally 
are of oak block, but strip floors of 
gurjun are laid in the gymnasium 
and assembly hall. The entrance 
hall and lobbies are paved in pat- 
terned terrazzo, and the lavatories, 
bathrooms and showers have ter- 
razzo floors and wall-linings. The 
wall surfaces generally are of 
plaster finished with a gloss paint, 
but in the hall for acoustical reasons 
a rough textured lime and _ hair 
plaster was used, finished with a 
cool grey distemper. The end wall 
is lined with acoustic ‘‘ Celotex,’’ 
and the walls to the height of the 
window cills have a dado of oak 
panelling, behind which the radia- 
tors are concealed. The walls of the 
Union have a sound-proofing treat- 
ment consisting of 3-in. thickness 
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of pumice blocks resting on a layer 
of cork, and tied to the 18}-in. 
brick walls with wall ties wrapped 
in felt. The flush doors and most 
of the joinery are in oak. 
Services.—The central heating 
and domestic hot-water installations 
have coke-fired boilers. Separate 
plants are provided for the head’s 


house. The plumbing generally is 
internal, on the  “ one-pipe”’ 
system. A single thermostatically 


controlled mixing valve is provided 
for each range of showers, but each 
shower has also a cold service and 
independent control, so that water 
is obtainable at any temperature 
from cold up to the maximum tem- 
perature passed by the mixer. The 
south wall incorporates a number of 
foundation stones commemorating 
distinguished visitors (which in- 
clude besides Queen Mary the Duke 
of Gloucester and the Duke of Wind- 
sor), and donors to Clubland. 

The quantity surveyors’ were 
Messrs. Hugh Watkins and John 
Dicker. The general contractors 
were Messrs. G. E. Wallis and Sons, 
Ltd., of 8, Duncannon-street, Char- 
ing Cross, W.C.1, who also ex- 
ecuted the joinery, plastering and 
decorating, and for whom Mr. J. M. 
Blundell acted as general foreman.

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MR. JOHN L. DENMAN, F.R.I.B.A., ARCHITECT, 
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GENERAL.—The new holiday home 
at South Heighton, near Newhaven, 
Sussex, for the Guinness Trust has 
been planned to provide the whole 
of the accommodation comprising 
the sixteen double-bedded rooms 
and boys’ and girls’ dormitories 
with a maximum of sunshine and 
view, and to suit the slope of the 
site towards the south. The central 
administrative departments adjoin 
the dining hall, lounge and terrace, 
having folding screens between 
them, thus allowing these rooms to 
be used as a large social rendezvous 
linked up with the garden. The 
entrance, office and stores immedi- 
ately adjoin the dining hall on the 
north side of the east corridor, and 
the kitchen and staff accommoda- 
tion is on the north side of the west 
corridor. 

The dining hall has a shaped 
ceiling, and has a large lunette 
mural painting above the fireplace 
on the north wall by Mr. Roger 
Bland, depicting Newhaven Har 
bour. 

There is lavatory and bathroom 
accommodation in each wing of the 
building—for the females adjoin- 
ing the girl’s dormitory and for the 
males adjoining the boys’ dormitory 
—with separate smaller suites for 
the married men and women respec- 
tively to avoid the occupants of the 
wings crossing the centre lounge. 

The wings are planned to allow of 
future extensions to both married 
couples’ bedrooms and to the chil- 
dren’s dormitories, with a juvenile 
playroom terminating the west wing 
and a sun room the east wing. 
Quarters for the caretaker and

others are provided at the first 
floor level over the centre portion 
of the building. 

ConstRucTIoN. — Externally the 
building is faced in Crowborough 
bricks with cream joints, the roof 
and weather tiling to the centre first 
floor portion being in sand-faced 
roofing tiles. The window and door 
frames throughout are in oak with 
steel casement windows and doors, 
the windows to the dining hall be- 
ing glazed with leaded lights. 

FINIsHINGS. — Internally the 
building is finished in brick and 
duresco, with wood block floors 
generally and tiles in the lavatories 
and kitchens, ete. 

Each double-bedded room is fitted 
with a curtained space for coats, 
and with a lavatory basin, and has 








a door leading direct on to the ter- 
race. The terrace is continued 
along the south front of the build- 
ing with a widening in front of the 
lounge to permit ample sitting space 
opening out of the loggia, and also 
with folding doors opening out of 
the playroom and sun room and 
with similar doors from the bed- 
rooms and dormitories. 

Advantage was taken of the slope 
of the ground to form a cycle and 
perambulator store at the lower 
level beneath the east wing, and 
for economy the whole of the re- 
maining south portions of the build- 
ing were built on reinforced con- 
crete beams and piers.

site plan. Building lines coincide with the 
limits of site upon all street frontages, and 
any part of the site may be built upon. There 
are, however, height restrictions upon the 
frontages adjacent to Rink-road and at the 
south end of the Salvation Army Citadel. 
Also upon the curtilages of the site adjacent 
to the property at the corner of Union-street 
and Hardinge-street. The main frontage for 
the new office and showroom block is to be te 
Union-street. The existing showroom and 
offices upon the site were completed in 
August, 1929.

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LONDON TIMBER BY-LAWS— xI.

SECTION 3.—Continued. 
The Tables. 

So far, the by-laws in this Section have 
been directed to specifying the conditions 
under which the tables, the ultimate 
object of the Section, are to be employed. 
By-law 18, which contains the tables in 
question, opens with an enumeration of 
the purposes for which the tables are to 
be employed, namely rafters, purlins, 
ceiling joists, joists to flat roofs, floor 
joists and binders, in other words all the 
timbers in roof and floor construction 
resisting only bending stresses due to a 
uniform distributed loading. Clauses (1) 
and (2) of the by-law give instructions, 
in by-law form, with regard to the method 
to be adopted in determining dimensions 
by means of the tables, clause (1) show- 
ing the method of ascertaining the 
depth where the length, breadth and 
spacing are pre-determined and clause 
(2) giving the procedure for ascertaining 
the maximum spacing when the size of 
the joist has been selected. : 

Then follow the tables, Table IV re- 
lating to non-graded timbers, and Table 
V to grade 1200 Ib. f. timber. 

It is in respect of these tables that 
this Section of the new by-laws differs 
in the method of control from all 
previous timber by-laws. Instead of the 
old method of requiring a definite section 
for a span of a given number of feet 
and assuming a specific spacing 1n all 
cases (with a proviso that the spacing 
might be varied proportionately to varia- 
tion in the strength or quality of the 
timbers) the new by-laws fix a relation- 
ship between the length/depth and the 
spacing / breadth. 


Derivation of the Tables. 

It is interesting to observe how this is 
obtainable, thus placing the advantage 
of calculated loads and stresses at the 
disposal of the constructor who is un- 
able to perform such operations himself. 

All three of the formule commonly 
employed in calculating respectively re- 
sistanee to bending, shear and deflection, 
lend themselves to expressing the rela- 
tionship of length/depth to spacing / 
breadth provided the total superimposed 
load and dead load carried by each tim- 
ber can be expressed in terms of weight / 
area. The superimposed load and the 
weight of the flooring and ceiling are 
naturally so expressed. It is, therefore, 
only necessary to assume an appropriate 
weight per area to cover safely the dead 
load of the joist, rafter or other ‘‘ beam ” 
in question (which generally is a rela- 
tively small proportion of the whole) in 
order to render this practicable. Assum- 
ing this to be done, weight can be 
eliminated entirely from the calculation 
and the requirements expressed in terms 
of dimensional proportions. This may be 
seen from the following manipulation of 
the three formule (wherein the symbols 
employed have the following meanings). 


b = breadth. 
d = depth. 
= deflection. 
{ = Modulus of elasticity. 
f = flexural stress or extreme fibres. 
I = moment of inertia. 
1 = length. 
Ss = spacing (centre to centre) /b. 
S = (spacing factor) = s — l. 
Q = total shear. 
q = shear /area. 
= total weight. 


weight /area. 
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The only novelty that can be claimed 
for this treatment of the formule is the 
introduction of S, the ratio of the clear 
spacing to the breadth of the beam, to 
which has been given the title of 
“ spacing factor.’’ The formule deduced 
establish a relationship between the 
spacing factor and (1/d)*, 1/d or (1/d)® as 
the case may be. It is, therefore, merely 
a matter of arithmetic to ascertain the 
appropriate spacing factor for any walue 
ef 1/d. This has been done for its 
various values: (in steps of whole num- 
bers) and set out in tabular form 
opposite the corresponding 1/d and in 
columns under the several headings 
relative to the purpose for which the tim- 
ber is to be used. 

In expressing the spacing factors the 
use of decimals is avoided and the num- 
ber is given correct to }, any “error” 
being, of course, on the side of safety.

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CONFERENCE OF 
BUILDING TEACHERS 


A WEEK-END gathering of teachers of 
building subjects in London and the Home 
Counties, under the auspices of the Board 
of Education, took place at Digswell Park 
Conference House, Welwyn, on May 12 
to 14. The large attendance included 
several principals of technical colleges 
and a number of heads of building depart- 
ments. On the evening of May 12, Mr. 
G. Mavor, B.Se., Assistant Education 
Officer to the Middlesex Education Com- 
mittee, read a paper on ‘‘ The Training of 
Technical Teachers,’ in which he advo- 
cated that all future teachers of technical 
subjects should undergo a short course in 
teaching methods before appointment: 
this recommendation included part-time 
teachers of evening classes, for whom he 
suggested special methods of training. 


On Saturday morning, Mr. E. Rothwell 
Vose, Education Officer to Messrs. Bovis, 
Ltd., described the ‘“‘ Bovis School cf 
Building ”’ in London, and explained how 
his firm selected, trained, and tested its 
employees for its various branches of 
work. In the afternoon, an interesting 
visit was paid to the Elstree Testing 
Station of the Fire Offices Committee, 
where sprinklers were seen in action and 
officials demonstrated the elaborate plant 
for testing full-size specimens of walls, 
floors, and columns. In the evening, Mr. 
Sydney Tatchell, F.R.I.B.A., spoke on 
“Current Problems in the Building In- 
dustry,’’ with special reference to the work 
of the Building Industries National Coun- 
cil. On Sunday morning, May 14, Mr. J. L. 
Manson, H.M.I. of the Board of Educa- 
tion, discussed the book “ Principles of 
Modern Building,’ recently compiled by 
the Building Research Station, dealing 
specifically with its use in technical 
schools. All meetings were followed by 
lively discussions. 


The course was organised by Mr. M. §. 
Briggs, F.R.I.B.A.,'H.M.I. 


THE BOVIS SCHOOL. 


Mr. E. Rornweit Vose, speaking of the 
aims, objects and methods of the Bovis School 
of Building, said: The system of working 
makes it essential that the employees should 
be instructed from their very earliest. begin- 
nings in the ideals of the Bovis system, and to 
this end it is our policy to recruit trainees 
and artisans alike direct from the schools. 


There are two distinct groups of building 
employee, the ‘‘ trainee,’’ who is to be trained 
for administrative and executive work, and 
the artisan or ‘‘ trade improver,’”’ who is to 
be trained for manual work and for responsi- 
bilities such as foremanship on the outside 
staff. 

The school has two main departments, the 
department of building technology, in which 
only trainees are enrolled, and the evening 
cs lg a of building trades, which pro- 
vides for trade improvers in the various 
trades, 


From the time of his enrolment and for the 
first two years of his employment, the trainee is 
regarded essentially as a ‘‘ trainee,” that is to 
say, he is unproductive and his task is purely 
that of learning. For his first 15 months he 
follows a carefully planned practical course, 
in which he proceeds successively from trade 
to trade until he has covered the gamut of 
the building trades. At the same time he has 
embarked on his course of technical trainin 
in the school. Here his period of study wil 
extend over 29 months, which comprises four 
courses, each of six months’ duration. The 
— building course covers three stages 

nown as Parts 1, 2 and 3, followed by a 
fourth stage or post-graduate course. Study 
is done half in the company’s time and half 
in the student’s time up to the period of 
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Part 4, when the student undertakes his 
studies in his own time. As a measure of the 
standard of work done, it may be said that 
the student at the termination of Part 3 of 
the course would have attained, in the normal 
way, the standard required for the Licentiate 
Examination of the Institute of Builders. In 
order further to expedite progress, all lectures 
are prepared in advance in precis form and 
copies supplied to the student at the com- 
mencement of the lecture. This procedure 
saves the lecturer’s time in blackboard work 
and enables him to develop his subject in con- 
fidence, knowing that the student has refer- 
ence to his key points. The student is re- 
quired to produce for the next lecture a 
written account or series of working drawings 
based on the work of the previous class meet- 
ing. 

After giving details of the general building 
course programme, the speaker went on to 
say that a Bovis trainee who satisfactorily 
completed Parts 1, 2 and 3 of the course was 
awarded the Bovis diploma. In addition to 
working for this diploma, trainees were pre- 
pared and encouraged to sit for the recog- 
nised external examinations such as those of 
the City and Guilds and the Institute of 
Builders. 

After 15 months of training on the outside 
course, the trainee was transferred to one of 
the administrative departments, in which he 
undertook minor tasks, at first as an assistant, 
and moved round from department to depart- 
ment, until the period of the three-stage 
school course was complete. He was then 
posted as an assistant to the department for 
which he had shown himself best fitted. 


At this juncture he took up the post-gradu- 
ate course or Part 4 in the school. The de- 
partments of work open to the trainee were 
contract supervision, measurement and cost- 
ing, draughtsmanship, labour control, account- 
ancy and buying, as well as specialist work in 
sub-trades such as plumbing, heating, decora- 
tion, etc. Throughout training, the trainee’s 
progress was continually watched, and 
quarterly progress reports were obtained from 
those under whom he was training. 

With regard to the trade improver, he was 
recruited from the day technical school, and 
on enrolment a record of his initial training 
was entered in a register kept for this purpose. 


If he had passed through the full three-year- 
course in the junior day school, he was given 
a commencing rate of pay which corresponded 
to that normally paid to an improver or 
apprentice in his second working year. On 
taking up his employment, he was at once 
enrolled for a three-year senior course of 
technical and practical instruction in his par- 
ticular trade. These courses were provided in 
carpentry and joinery, brickwork, plumbing 
and domestic engineering, and painting and 
decorating. In addition to school examina- 
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tions, the student was encouraged to sit for 
the City and Guilds Examinations. 


The advantages under which these young 
men received their training had been further 
extended by a measure recently introduced by 
the company, whereby an improver who had 
satisfactorily completed three years of service 
became eligible for election as a member of 
the permanent staff scheme under which he 
was put on a weekly wage and received full 
holiday pay and payment for wet time. Every 
endeavour was made to enable the improver 
to maintain attendance throughout the courses 
by keeping him in town during the school 
sessions. 


ASPECTS AND PROBLEMS OF THE BUILD- 
ING INDUSTRY. 

Speaking on the subject of ‘“‘ Some Aspects 
of, and Some Current Problems in, the Build- 
ing Industry,’ Mr. Sypney  TatcHe.t, 
F.R.I.B.A., referred to the post-War changes 
and conditions in building as marking the 
greatest development in the industry for 
probably 500 years. The present period was 
one of transition and the very worst that could 
be said of our post-War development, so far as 
building was concerned, was that at the 
moment structurally and, perhaps, architectur- 
ally we were at, or very near, the bottom of 
the curve in the play of art and craftsmanship. 


The speaker went on to say : When we are in 
the slump of a transitional period in building, 
the arts of architecture and craftsmanship 
are invariably sacrificed. The urge for simple 
utility and almost soul-destroying efficiency 
has all too frequently been used as the excuse 
for the sacrifice of the higher arts and crafts 
in building and both the true archiect and the 
true craftsman are, as it were, thrown to the 
wolves. 

One of re sirwniages which has become some- 
what acute during recent years is the extent 
to which the employment of the specialist sub- 
contractor has impinged upon the field of 
activity normally associated with the general 
contractor. It may be said that the good old 
English word “ builder ’’ has lost its signifi- 
cance in the more widely used term “‘ general 
contractor.’’ Indeed the expression ‘‘ general 
financier ’’ would not be altogether inappro- 
priate in the case of some building works in 
which the percentage of provisional amount 
for the work of specialist sub-contractors far 
exceeds that which the builder himself has to 
execute, 


You may ask if there is any remedy for this 
state of affairs—whether there is any means 
whereby we can recover lost ground and re- 
establish the builder in the position he so 
honourably occupied in the past? This matter 
has been for some time occupying the minds 
of those of us, both architects and builders, 
who are anxious to entrust the builder with 
the direct execution of every branch of his 
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craft save perhaps the work which only the 
engineer can properly perform. 


1931 Form of Contract. 

Post-War changes and developments made it 
necessary to recast the form of contract which 
since 1909 had been in general use, and in 1928 
a joint committee was set up by the R.I.B.A. 
and the National Federation of Building 
Trades’ Employers to consider and draft a new 
form to meet the needs and conditions of the 
day. As the result of their deliberations, in 
which later the specialists and sub-contractors 
had a part, a new form known as the 
‘*R.I.B.A. 1931 Form of Contract’’ was 
published. 

Concurrently with the issue of the 1931 form 
a Joint Tribunal was set up to consider such 
revisions as in practice are found desirable, 
and it may be of interest to observe that the 
mutual understanding which was established 
between the leading professional, trading and 
operative sections of the industry in the course 
of the tribunal’s deliberations sowed the seeds 
from which ultimately grew the idea of the 
Building Industries National Council, a central 
organisation within the industry. 

This council now speaks for architects, 
quantity surveyors, building contractors, 
national manufacturers and suppliers, and 
building trade operatives. 

Under the egis of the National Council is 
the Special Committee for Public Relations, 
concerned with the economic development of 
the building industry as a whole. A matter 
which is engaging the urgent attention of this 
committee at the present time is that of the 
insurance against war risks. 

The formulation of a long-term policy for the 
industry is one, if not the greatest, of the diffi- 
culties and duties before the industry to-day, 
as I believe it is one of the greatest responsi- 
bilities before industry generally. It follows 
that all reforms, whether they be in the in- 
dustrial or in the economic field, must 
primarily be based upon stability of employ- 
ment. For that reason the National Council 
is investigating most carefully the problems of 
the sources of the trade of building for the 
purpose of ascertaining the extent to which 
such sources emanate from other industries. 
Fortunately, to some extent, we know the 
amount of trade emanating from Government 
and other public requirements, and we are en- 
deavouring to relate sources arising from 
private enterprise and from Government 
activity and policy so that something 
approaching a conspectus of trade and activity 
for at least a few years ahead can be obtained. 
It is, however, realised that these investiga- 
tions merely scratch the surface, but it is hoped 
that this work will do something towards lay- 
ing the foundations of recommendations which 
can eventually be submitted to the Govern- 
ment and upon which an industrial and eco- 
nomic policy for the country as a whole might 
be based.

UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURES DOWN. 

FURTHER improvement in employment in 
the building industry is to be noted from the 
figures given in the current issue of the 
Ministry of Labour Gazette. The improve- 
ment during April affected all administrative 
divisions and all occupations except plasterers 
and plumbers; it was most marked in the 
painting and decorating branch. Compared 
with a year ago, however, there was an 
increase in the numbers unemployed among 
all classes of workers. 

As regards individual occupations, employ- 
ment was fair with carpenters, bricklayers, 
masons and plumbers, moderate with slaters 
and tilers and painters, and slack with plas- 
terers.. With labourers to skilled occupations 
and builders’ labourers employment was 
moderate, but there was a_ considerable 
amount of unemployment among navvies, 
general labourers and certain other occupa- 
tions. 

At April 17, 149,953 insured workers were 
unemployed (including 5,549 who were tem- 
porarily stopped), a percentage of 14.3. This 
was 1.7 better than a month ago and only 
1.6 worse than the corresponding figure a 
year ago. 


Building Plans Approved. 

Returns as to the estimated cost of build- 
ings for which plans were approved during 
April have been received from 142 of the 146 
local authorities which supply such informa- 
tion to the department. 

For all classes of buildings combined, the 
total for April shows a decrease of 19.5 per 
cent. as compared with the corresponding 
total for March, 1939, and a decrease of 8.5 
per cent. as compared with April, 1938. 

The returns received from 142 authorities 
(representing towns with a total population 
of 17,401,000 in 1931) are summarised in the 
following table, in which are also given the 
total figures for April, 1938, in respect of the 
same 142 authorities :—

The number of dwelling-houses for which 
plans were approved by the 146 local autho- 
rities in the first quarter of 1939 was 27,859, 
as compared with 31,272 in the first quarter 
of 1938. For March alone the numbers were 
10,426 in 1939 and 10,208 in 1938.

IN PARLIAMENT 


Housing in Special Areas. 

Mr. Wuiretey asked the Minister of 
Health whether he was prepared to arrange 
for the same terms to be provided for local 
authorities in the special areas similar to those 
received by housing associations from the 
special commissioner, 

Mr. Ettior said that the financial arrange- 
ments between the Exchequer and_ local 
authorities in respect of housing were settled 
by Parliament only last year, and he saw no 
reason to anticipate the review of those 
arrangements which by Statute was fixed to 
take place after the beginning of October, 
1941. 


Town and Country Planning. 

Mr. Keewine asked the Minister of Health 
whether his attention had been drawn to the 
suggestion of the Town and Country Planning 
danas Committee, in their Report on the 
Preservation of the Countryside, that where 
a local authority gave permission for interim 
development without taking the advice of the 
joint planning committee, a special interim 
development order might be issued giving 
contain the county council; how many such 
orders had been issued; and whether he 
would issue such an order in the Peak 
District. 

Mr. Exxior said he was aware of the sug- 
gestion. It had not yet been found necessary 
to make a special interim development order 
on the grounds mentioned. He was not satis- 
fied that such an order was desirable in the 
Peak District. 


Steel Shelters. 

Mr. C. Brown asked the Lord Privy Seal 
how many steel ‘shelters had been delivered 
to the end of April; how many had been dis- 
tributed ; and the names of the firm, or firms, 
who had made deliveries up to that date. 

Str Jonn ANDERSON said that these shelters 
were being distributed as rapidly as the com- 
ponent parts were delivered by the manu- 
facturers. The total number dpizibuted to 
the end-of April was 357,000. The Home 
Office contract was with the British Iron and 
Steel Corporation, and about 90 different 
firms were engaged in making one or more of 
the components of the shelters. — 


Building Operatives and New Zealand. 

A shortage of skilled tradesmen in the build- 
ing industry is being felt in New Zealand, as 
a result of which a party of nearly 60 young 
men sailed for New Zealand on May 25. 
Others up to a total of about 500 are expected 
to follow.

QUESTION. 
Bankrupt Builder’s Account. 


Sir,—A builder who signed the R.I.B.A. 
Contract Form, July, 1931, has become bank- 
rupt. In the specification are provisional 
sums for grates, sanitary fittings and electric 
light installation. Is the architect entitled 
under the terms of the R.I.B.A. Form of 
Contract to issue certificates on the employer 
for the payment of these sums and to ignore 
the demand of the Official Receiver for pay- 
ment of such sums ‘to him? 

It appears to me that Clause 15 (b) and 
Clause 24 (b) clearly give the architect the 
right to certify direct on the employer and 
to deduct such amounts from the builder’s 
account. PUZZLED. 

[A correspondent has contributed the fol- 
lowing answer: ‘‘ Querist, like many others, 
does not clearly see what the clauses he 
refers to permit an architect to do. An 
architect cannot ignore the Trustee in Bank- 
ruptey, as suggested. Clause 15 (b) enables 
the architect to certify direct to the em- 
ployer only if the contractor cannot satisfy 
him ‘that all nominated sub-contractors’ 
accounts included in previous certificates 
have been duly discharged.’ 

‘**Tt should be noted that this only applies 
to nominated sub-contractors. It is not 
applicable in the case of mere ‘ suppliers’ of 
goods under a p.c. or provisional sum. 
Moreover, the employer is not bound to meet 
the certificates, issued as above, direct to a 
nominated sub-contractor. The words are 
‘the employer may pay.’ Furthermore, where 
a contractor has become bankrupt, it is, for 
many reasons, inadvisable for an employer to 
meet the said certificates of the architect. It 
must be remembered that the contract of a 
bankrupt rests in the trustee in his bank- 


ruptcy. If, therefore, the employer has not 
determined the contract under Clause 22 
(b) the trustee is entitled to payment in 


respect of moneys due for ‘ grates, sanitary 
fittings and _ electric light installation’ 
ordered prior to the bankruptcy; for, since 
all suppliers and nominated sub-contractors 
must look to the contractor for payment, 
they must therefore prove their bills for 
payment to the trustee under the bankruptcy. 
Moreover, the trustee may elect to continue 
the contract if the employer has not termi- 
nated it. Clause 24 (b) supports all this. 
Provisional sums are ‘ payable by the con- 
tractor.’ ’’]

White Glazed Tiles. 

[Answers To ‘“‘F. G. C. C.,’? May 19.] 

Str,—The non-adhesion of screeding and 
the tiles can be caused by not thoroughly 
soaking the brickwork with water. In the 
case of the breeze blocks, these should be 
treated by applying a thick slurry of Port- 
land cement to stop under-suction, while in 
the case of the tiles they should be well- 
keyed and soaked with water; entire immer- 
sion is necessary until every vestige of suc- 
tion has disappeared. The job in question 
can be put right by using a patent tile-fixing 
adhesive, although full attention should be 
paid to the conditions of use laid down by 
the manufacturer. G. W. H.

Sim,—It is probable that querist omitted 
one or more of the following important points 
when tiling the kitchenette with the giazed 
tiles: adequately wetting the sand and 
cement rendering or backing; well soaking 
the tiles in clean water (say, one to two 
hours); ensuring that there were no projec- 
tions on back of a tile or tiles and that the 
tiles were bedded evenly and the courses 
level; fixing tiles while still damp and while 
the cement bed was more or less green.

Morgan v. Charteris. 


This was an action by Mr. Guy Morgan, 
an architect, of 9, Gower-street, London, 
W.C., against General John Charteris, of 
Wentworth, near Virginia Water, Surrey, to 
recover the amount of his fees for profes- 
sional services rendered to the defendant. 

The defendant counterclaimed for damages 
for alleged negligence by the plaintiff. 

The facts of the case sufficiently appear 
from the following considered judgment of 
the Official Referee :—

brought the action to recover his fees in con- 
nection with the building of a house for the 


defendant at Waterside, Wentworth, near 
Virginia Water. 
It was admitted that certain work was 


done by the plaintiff, and that, subject to a 
counterclaim, certain fees were due to him. 
Under his agreement with the defendant he 
was entitled to charge the ordinary R.I.B.A. 
scale of fees, viz., 6 per cent. on the actual 
work designed and superintended by him. 


It appeared from a document which was 
put in in the course of the hearing that the 
actual cost of the work was nearly £4,000. 

For the purpose of calculating the sum 
upon which commission was to be paid the 
defendant claimed to deduct a sum of £935 
as representing work with which, he said, the 
plaintiff had nothing to do. The bulk of this 
sum was in respect of work done to the 
house after September 4, 1936, as at that 
date the defendant said the plaintiff aban- 
doned his contract. It was true that on that 
date plaintiff wrote a letier to the defendant 
in which he complained that the defendant 
had tinkered with his designs and so spoilt 
the effect he intended to produce; but he (the 
Referee) could find no evidence to show that 
the plaintiff abandoned, or intended to aban- 


don, the work on the house, or that the 
defendant had _ suffered damage for any 
neglect on the part of the plaintiff. At the 


date in question the house was nearing com- 
pletion, and it had been proved before him 


that the plaintiff, or one or other of his 
partners, did, in fact, visit the house on 
several occasions after September 4. There- 


fore, sc far as the bulk of that sum of £935 
was concerned, it seemed to him that the 
defendant’s plea failed. 

Apart from the question of general design 
and supervision, it was said by the defendant 
that certain items of work which were con- 
tained in the total of £935 were charges for 
work with which the plaintiff had, in fact, 
nothing to do. So far as some of the items 
were concerned, the gardens and the garage 
(so far as they were included), he thought 
that the defendant was right, but in regard 
to the latter there was a claim on the part 
of the plaintiff for fees as abandoned work. 
On the whole, the Referee said he thought 
that the total set out in the statement of 
claim, viz., £3,772, plus one per cent., which 
defendant admitted was paid for use of plant, 
viz., £35,810, altogether was the sum on 
which the plaintiff was entitled to base his 
charges, and his fees at 6 per cent. would 
amount to £228 12s. 3d. in respect of that 
head of claim. With regard to the next item, 
£18 extra cost of revising plans, etc., there 
was a dispute. The next item of £8 for 16 
visits at 10s. each he allowed. He held that 
the plaintiff's fees altogether amounted to 
£260 12s., subject to any deduction which 
might arise in respect of the counterclaim. 
From this must be deducted the sum of £138 
already paid by the defendant, leaving due 
to the plaintiff £122 12s. 

The Official Referee then turned to the 
counterclaim, which, he said, was a much 
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more difficult question. It was said that the 
plaintiff had been negligent in the perform- 
ance of his duties as architect, and a number 
of specific items were set out in which it was 
said the plaintiff had been negligent. Before 
dealing with these he proposed to say a word 
with regard to the plaintiff’s: duties towards 
his client in this particular case. The defen- 
dant was, at the date of the contract between 
him and the plaintiff, the managing director 
in London of a firm of builders—Messrs. 
Spiers—who, in fact, erected the house in 
question. The defendant at the outset en- 
deavoured to arrange an R.I.B.A. contract 
with his firm, but this was not agreed to by 
the directors, and ultimately it was agreed 
that the builders should build the house for 
the defendant upon the basis of their cost to 
them, plus an addition of one per cent., the 
cost of hiring plant, etc. Thus it would be 
seen that the defendant had the work done 
upon terms advantageous to him, although, 
owing to the fact that there was no R.I.B.A. 
contract, he lost the advantage of what was 
known as the ‘‘ maintenance clause.’’ The 
house, with certain modifications and omis- 
sions, was built to a specification prepared by 
the plaintiff. Some of those modifications and 
omissions were of importance in this case. It 
was said on behalf of the plaintiff that in 
effect the defendant was both builder and 
building owner, and that if in his capacity 
as builder he chose to vary the work, he 
could not, as building owner, complain that 
the architect had failed to supervise or exer- 
cise proper discretion as to the way in which 
the house was built. This seemed a some- 
what strange proposition. It would mean 
that if a building owner in such a case 
ordered something to be done which was 
fundamentally opposed to the idea of good 
building construction, and the architect knew 
about it, he could shrug his shoulders and 
say: ‘‘I am not responsible,’ and allow 
something to be done which he knew very 
well would cause a house to fall down in a 
few years. 

He could not accept such a contention. In 
his view, whatever the defendant’s qualifica- 
tions might be as a practical builder, the 
position between him and the architect was 
as set out in the letter of March, 1935. 

Dealing with the matter on that footing, 
the material point which he had to consider 
was—what was Mr. Morgan’s responsibility 
in regard to the omission of the arch bars 
which were intended to be used over the 
windows in the house. The house was built 
with hollow walls, each 4$in. thick, and in 
the outer walls a large number of cracks had 
appeared. He was satisfied by all the evi- 
dence in the case that these were to a con- 
siderable extent due to the absence of arch 
bars to the windows. How these came to be 
omitted was rather a puzzling problem, but 
it was clear that the plaintiff knew they were 
being omitted, and he (the Referee) was satis- 
fied that in the construction of this house 
they ought to have been put in, and that 
the plaintiff ought to have realised how 
detrimental their omission would be, having 
regard to the very thin outer wall and to 
the fact that, owing to an alteration in the 
plans, some portion of the weight was allowed 
to bear upon that outer wall. 

In the present case, the plaintiff sought to 
escape liability by saying that the omission 
was by order of the defendant, General 
Charteris, and therefore he was not respon- 
sible. 

In his view this answer could not hold 
water. The architect could not wash his 
hands of his responsibility for seeing that a 
house was perfectly constructed by saying 
what was done was by the order of the 
building owner, and in the present case he 
did not think that the defendant had the 
slightest idea what was being done. If the 
architect found that something material was 
being omitted it was clearly his duty to warn 
the building owner, and if his advice was 
rejected he must in unmistakable terms make 
it clear that he would not hold himself respon- 
sible. He certainly could not understand why 


the arch bars were omitted in the present 
case, and he must hold, however much he 
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regretted it, that Mr. Morgan was negligent 
in not insisting on their being inserted. That 
was the main item of the defendant's counter- 
claim, and he must hold that, so far as the 
principle for which he contended was con- 
cerned, he was right. 

With regard to the other items in the 
counterclaim, these were in quite a different 
category. The only one which he felt he 
ought to mention was that of the folding 
doors. The defendant impressed on Mr. 
Morgan that he desired the doors to fold 
back against the walls, and it was quite clear 
that that had not been done. If it were im- 
possible it was the duty of Mr. Morgan to 
have pointed that out, and it was impossible 
altogether to absolve him from responsibility 
for what was undoubtedly an inconvenience 
to the lady. 

The other items in the counterclaim were 
not such as seemed to give rise to any claim 
against the architect. 

As regarded the damages to which the de- 
fendant was entitled, the amount was not 
easy to determine. He had come to the con- 
clusion that it would be necessary to insert 
the window bars which were omitted. Defen- 
dant was entitled to have that done, and 
when it was done he thought there was little 
likelihood of the cracks caused by their 
absence spreading. 

The Official Referee allowed the defendant 
a sum for disturbance while the work was 
being carried out, and entered judgment for 
the plaintiff on the claim for £115 2s. 8d., 
and for the defendant on his counterclaim 
for £165. 

The Referee paid tribute to the help he 
had from the report supplied by Mr. Tatchell. 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF 
THE CLERK OF WORKS-—Il

WE have already seen that a clerk of works 
may be invested with considerable powers 
under the terms of the building or engineering 
contract. It therefore follows that he should 
be well acquainted with the fermal contract 
itself, and all the documents comprised in, 
and which form part of, the contract. By 
doing this he will not only know his own 
duties under the contract, but also those duties 
which may as well be done by him as by the 
architect, or engineer, and which it is proper 
for the latter to delegate to him as his 
subordinate, and without incurring a charge 
of negligence. In general, a clerk of works’ 
powers, under the contract, to disapprove 
labour and materials does not bind his em- 
ployer if he approves of them. The final 
approval lies entirely with the architect or 
engineer, and the latter cannot go free of 
ligbility by alleging that the fault lies with 
the clerk of works. 

The whole question of delegation is summed 
up in a well-known legal maxim which has 
an important bearing upon the general law 
of agency, viz., that a person to whom a 
duty is entrusted must not delegate that duty 
to others. That is both law and common 
sense, for duties are usually (or should be) 
entrusted to those who are known to possess 
particular qualifications for carrying them out, 
that being the basis of delegation. For the 
person with a delegated authority to pass it 
over to another and by so doing escape any 
liability would destroy the purpose of the 
delegation. On the other hand, delegation 
of certain details, provided the person dele- 
gating assumes responsibility, is often 
expedient and necessary. 

In Hemming v. Hale (1859), 7 C.B. (N.S.), 
an old case, concerned with the receipt of 
money by an agent, Williams, J., proferred 
some dicta which are applicable to the posi- 
tion in regard to the ultimate liability of one 
who has delegated some portion of his duty 
to another. ‘‘I do not see that [the plain- 
tiff’s] right to employ a clerk to perform part 
of his duty is at all affected by the maxim 
‘delegata potestas non sotest delegari’

[a delegated power cannot ‘be delegated]. 
Where a man employs an agent, relying upon 
his peculiar aptitude for the work entrusted 
to him, it is not competent to that person to 
delegate the trust to another. But, where 
the act to be done is of such a nature that it 
is perfectly indifferent whether it is done by 
A or B, and the person originally entrusted 
remains liable to the principal, by whomso- 
ever the thing may be done, the maxim 
referred to above has no application.”’ 

In Clemence v. Clark (1880), 2 H.B.C., 
4th Ed., 54, a case which decided, among 
other things, that an architect’s certificate is 
conclusive, even if on its face it is based on 
measurements made by another person for 
the certifying architect, provided the archi- 
tect has not acted corruptly or abdicated his 
duty, Grove, J., made some _ instructive 
remarks on delegation. Said he: ‘‘ It appears 
to me that if an architect is entrusted with 
the general direction and superintendence of 
work, it is not reasonable that he should be 
expected to go over every matter in detail 

. his duties could not be performed if 
he were expected to go over individually 
every matter in detail, and if his certificate 
were to be held bad because he has not him- 
self gone into every detail throughout. .. . 
It may be that the measuring up and quality 
of the material in some classes of work could 
be properly got at by skilled persons who 
might be employed under the architect. . . . 
The architect . may not be skilled in 
the particular details of all this general work. 
I do not think, therefore—it being admitted 
that the architect has behaved with perfect 
honesty in the matter, and there is nothing 
in the shape of corruption or improper con- 
duct attributed to him—that this certificate 
is the less final because he has taken the 
measurement of the works from another 
person, namely, the surveyor, who has gone 
through the work and made a report of the 
measurements to him.”’ 

The learned Judge, later in his judgment, 
suggested that if the architect had delegated 
the whole of his duties to another person, say, 
for instance, am architect of inferior station, 
there might have been a ground for setting 
aside the certificate as amounting to mis- 
conduct. ‘‘It might not amount to fraud, 
because, though he might not think that he 
was doing an utterly wrong thing, it would 
in my mind amount to that which the law 
would call misconduct, since it would be 
delegating his own duties, upon the perform- 
ance of which the parties rely, to another 


person.”’

Mr. E. Allan Heppenstall, a post-graduate 
student of the Leeds School of Architecture, 
Leeds College of Art, has been awarded the 
Bedford Scholarship by the West Yorkshire 
Society of Architects.

PUMPING EQUIPMENT — 


THE WELLPOINT SYSTEM. 


STANDING water below ground has always 
been a source of trouble to architects and 
engineers, and in this connection the Well- 
point pumping system, introduced by Messrs. 
Millars’ Machinery Co., Ltd., 10, Pinners’ 
Hall, Great Winchester-street, London, E.C.2, 
is of particular interest. 

Wellpoint pumping equipment is used 
mainly for the lowering of the water table in 
waterlogged ground before excavation work 
is begun, but it may also be used for pro- 
curing supplies of water for irrigation pur- 
poses. 

The equipment consists principally of an 
outer protecting brass sheath with 4-in. per- 
forations, a fine gauze screen through which 
the water in the ground percolates, and a 
fluted tube of 1Sin. internal diameter, down 
the flutes of which the water passes to inlet 
posts at the lower end. <A jetting head con- 
tains a rubber ball valve which is kept off its 
seat during sinking operations, but which 
closes during suction pumping to prevent the 
ingress of solid matter. 

Riser pipes, 14 in. internal diameter, are 
attached to the tops of the Wellpoints, their 
length being in accordance with the depth to 
which the point is sunk. Swing connectors 
join the risers to the header pipe. A 6-in. 
suction pump unit embodies a centrifugal 
water pump, a large-capacity vacuum pump, 
and a tank into which the water is drawn. 
The standard power unit is a four-cylinder 
petrol engine, throttle-controlled, with self- 
starter. The jetting pump, for sinking the 
points in the ground, is capable of delivering 
18,000 gallons of water per hour at 150 lb. 
pressure. 

The simple design of the equipment makes 
for rapid installation, flexibility and ease in 
extraction and dismantling. Its main appli- 
cation is to foundation works for buildings, 
bridges, ete., and trenching work for pipe- 
laying in ground such as running sand, 
ballast and sand and bog land. 

One of the main advantages claimed for the 
equipment is that with Wellpoint pumping 
the water table is lowered before excavation 
commences, and not afterwards as in the case 
of sump pumping; accordingly, heavy exca- 
vating machinery can be put on the site and

the work speeded up. Also, the amount of 
timbering required to support the sides of 
the excavation is reduced, or, where space 
permits and the sides can be sloped to the 
natural angle of repose of the dry material, 
timber falsework can be dispensed with 
entirely. : 


i) 
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An appreciable reduction in working costs 
is possible by the use of the equipment, for 
in general terms the additional profit secured 
by adopting the system on the lower tendered 
price for a contract is the difference in cost 
between doing the same work in a dry site 
and in a wet one. 

The uses to which the equipment may be 
put are varied, and contractors engaged on 
foundation and other work below ground will 
find it deserving of their fullest attention. 

Fig. 1 shows the complete Wellpoint on 
the left, the fluted tube is shown in the 
centre, and the jetting head and gauze 
screens on the right. Details of all the 
various items of the equipment are shown 
in Fig. 2, and Fig. 3 is a diagram of a 
typical set-up where the excavation level 
runs into a clay bed.
